Forty-six years ago tomorrow I 
preached my first sermom in Coshoc- 
ton. I was about 23 years of age. had 
made a visit to Iowa to look at a field, 
had declined a proposition to become 
assistant pastor of tbe First church of 
Columbus, had met at the home of a 
family connection in Steubcnville.Mr 
and Mrs. W. K. Johnson and Mrs A" 
J. Sittlman and been favorably im- 
pressed with them as representative 
citizens and church members I had 
an ambition to take a hard field and 
see it grow into a garden of the Lord 
in presbytery and in tbe church 
papers I had argued chat tte work 
just then most important was in the 
[me 
of church retention 
rather 
than extension, that many c lurches 
in the older states by reason of con- 
flict and division and depletion bv mi- 
gration to the west were in great 
need of prudent and earnest minister- 
ial service in order to prevent extinc- 
tion. And so on the earnest appeal of 
the friends abore named I came to 
Cosbocton on Saturday, preceding the 
second Sabbath of Jyly, 1836. 
The town, a very old one, not with- 
out many marks of decay, had been 
brought to fresh notice by the com- 
Pietion a few months before of a rail- 
road, now the Pan Handle. The pop- 
ulation was about 800. 
Chestnut, 
(then called Cadiz) street and Main 
street (then called Mill street) bad 
been so-newbat graded. There was in 
all some 200 feet, in patches, of brick 
sidewalks, the other walks being sand 
and gravel or coal ashes. There -was a 
clump of locust trees in front of the 
courthouse and around th> FirstPres-l 
byterian church which then stood on 
the public square opposite the Park 
hotel A few private bouses had good 
shade trees about them, but it was 
several years before the town deserv 
ed the name of a forest city. There 
were no boils'", east of the railroad 
except the General Burns home sti'l

Chestnut and Fifth streets: the P 
Tattle home which stood where the 
high 
school 
now stands: 
the 
Hillyer 
and 
W. H. 
Robinson 
homes still standing 
on 
North 
Eighth street (then Tiamb avenue:) 
the John Burt home just north of the 
Catholic church, and the -Estingnaa- 
sen home and the Richetts home in 
the extreme southwest part of the 
town. T. C. Richetts was just build- 
ing the house now occupied by Geo 
A. Hay. 
Tbe only manufacturing 
concern was tbe whiskey mill, since 
cn.a,n£<*L into the Haniey flouring 
mill. The Locust street school hou*e 
was the only one. 
There were four 
church buildings, the Methodist Epis- 
copal people having then as most of the 
i time Since the largest and best build- 
ing- Tie Methodist Protestant people 
had about abandoned their house of 
worship, now tbe 
German Luth- 
eran church. It had as bad the Meth- 
odist Episcopal and the Second, com 
monly called the New School Presby- 
terian building, an odd looking struc- 
ture on the roof which was a sign of 
an unfinished cupola or steeple. 


None of the churches kept a minis- 
ter all the time and all had more or 
less help from outside tbe town. I 
was tbe first minister to give all the 
time to a church in Cosbocton. I re- 
fused help from any mission board 
and on the salary, supplemented by 
some private resources, I lived com- 
fortably, some of the 
townspeople 
thought stylishly. My salary for the 
first year was 8250 from the Cosbocton 
church and the same amount from 
Keene. At the end of the iirst year I 
was called for all the time to each 
church and accepted the work at Co- 
shocton. My salary was 3500 and a 
an ordinary house which stood on the 
lot next east of the Park hotel where 
M. Q. Baker is now erecting his large 
business block. The church after a 
few months built an addition to the 
house and I rut on at that, time with 
funds given me by a relative in Sten- 
benville the first movable slat Vene- 
tian shutters, the ordinary bouses of 
the town being fitted with green pa 
per blinds and a few better ones with 
solid shutters. 


A hundred people made a large con- 
gregation for any of the churches. Mv 
orst sermons, as all that followed as I 
think, were thoroughly orthodox. The

The competition for the 
grand prize of $100.000 is open to all 
the world without limitation as to the 
power used or mechanical principles 
involved. 


No applicant shall be admitted to 


the competition who does not present 
satisfactory evidence of having at 
some time made a Sight over at least 
a mile course and return with a ma- 
chine similar in principle to that 
which be proposes to use In the com- 
petition. The aeronautical Jury may 
rule oat. after due investigation, any 
machine deemed too hazardous to 
life. 


As an evidence of good faith, an 


entrance fee of $250 will be required, 
which wil! be refunded when the ex- 
hibitor occupies the space assigned 
him with an apparatus conforming to 
the rules. 


Each vehicle shall carry at least 


one person during its flight. The com- 
petitors making the best average 
speed shall be awarded 
the grand 


prize of $100.000. together with a suit- 
able diploma, medal or certificate. 


The length of the entire course will 


not be less than 10 miles, nor more 
than 15 miles.

Tracy from concealment in the brush 
near Cuvingtou. Because of the mid- 
night battle, the posse were sure of 
the convict's whereabouts. A cordon 
of experienced marksmen encircled 
this place and there was no possible 
avenue of escape for the fugitive 
without a fight. Hounds were started 
on the trail early in the morning and 
worked in every direction, but with- 
out success. Darkness fell with less 
encouragement for the m^n-hunters 
than on Wednesday evening. Every 
kind of rumor was received from tb^ 
scene ot the sheriff's search. At one 
time a report was started that a bat- 
tle had been fought, resulting in tae 
death of seven deputies and the 
wounding of the convict. Diligent 
search for the source of this rumor 
met with failure. 
It is believed to 


be absolutely groundless, yet it can 
not be branded so until every part of 
the pursuing crowd has been heard 
from. The nature of the country 
through which tbe chase leads will 
make it possible for a battle to be 
fought in one of the ravines and little 
be heard of it in tbe neighboring 
towns for many hours. 


At dawn the deputies and sheriffs 


of several counties, making their 
headquarters at Auburn and Coving- 
ton, started for the country immedi- 
ately adjoining the place where Tracy 
was fired upon by four .guards Thurs- 
day night. Every part of the distance 
for several miles around was carefully 
gone over by the men. who expected 
at any moment to hear the report of 
the convict's rifle. The wily fugitive, i 
however, was not to be found, nor 
was there a. trace of him. It is be- 
lieved that Tracy was but a few feet 
distant when he was challenged by 
the guards. He jumped into the 
brush at the sound of voices, but 
could have gone but a very short dis- 
tance before 16 shots were fired from j 
the rifles. It is thought that at least j 
one of the rifle balls may have found j 
the mark.

$100.000 Is offered as a grand prize 
to be competed for and awarded un- 
der the rules and conditions given out. 
Fifty thousand dollars has been ap- 
propriated for minor and subsidiary 
prizes for competitions between air 
ships, balloons, airship motors and 
kites. 
The remaining $50,000 Is re- 


served for the expense Incident to the 
competition. The competition for the 
grand prize of $100,000 is open to all 
the world without limitation as to the 
power used or mechanical principles 
involved. 


No applicant shall be admitted to 


the competition who does not present 
satisfactory evidence of having at 
some time made a flight over at least 
a mile course and return with a ma* 
chine similar hi principle to that 
which he proposes to use In the com- 
petition. The aeronautical Jury may 
rule out, after due Investigation, any 
machine deemed too hazardous to 
life. 


As an evidence of good faith, an 


entrance fee of $250 will be required, 
which will be refunded when the ex- 
hibitor occupies the space assigned 
him with an apparatus conforming to 
the rules. 


Each vehicle shall carry at least 


one person during its flight. The com- 
petitors making the best 
average 


speed shall be awarded the grand 
prize of $100,000, together with a suit- 
able diploma, medal or certificate. 


The length of the entire course will 


not be less than 10 miles, nor more 
than 15 miles.
